Nurses  Farthing,  Carr  and  Farrar,  possess  the  new  certificate 
recognised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses.  All  School  Nurses  are  also  Health  Visitors. 
The  Clerks  perform  all  the  clerical  work  arising  from  duties  under 
the  Public  Health,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  and  Education 
Committees. 

2.  CO-ORDINATION. 

(a)  Infant  and  Child  Welfare. — The  School  Medical  Officer  is 
also  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  as  such  is  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  whole  of  the  Medical  Services  of  the  Corpor- 
ation. There  is  close  co-ordination  between  these  Services. 

(b)  Nursery  Schools. — There  are  no  nursery  schools  in  the 
Borough. 

(c)  The  Care  of  Debilitated  Children  under  school  age. — These 
children  are  under  the  care  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  through  the  medium  of  their  Health  Visitors,  Welfare 
Centres,  etc. 

3.  SCHOOL  HYGIENE — A complete  review  of  the  hygienic  con- 
ditions of  the  schools  in  the  area  is  contained  in  the  Report  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1925,  pages  80,  to  113.  The 
next  complete  survey  will  be  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1930. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  not  consulted  in  matters  of  school 
hygiene,  but  the  Secretary  for  Education  reports  the  following 
structural  alterations  during  1929  : —

REPORT  ON  DRAINAGE  AT  CARLINGHOW  SCHOOL, 

BATLEY. 

General  Lay-out. — Apart  from  the  drains  to  the  Girls',  Boys' 
and  Infants'  Sanitary  Conveniences  which  are  known  to  discharge 
through  inspection  chambers  into  the  public  sewer  in  Diamond 
Street,  no  definite  information  is  available  as  to  the  position,  general 
condition  or  ultimate  outfall  of  the  various  drains  connected  with 
the  school. 
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Evidence  of  defects. — The  drain  to  the  boiler  house  recently 
became  choked  and  an  investigation  led  to  the  discovery  of  a 
most  insanitary  mason’s  trap  (i.e.  a form  of  obsolete  cesspool)  in 
this  place  which  is  situate  immediately  under  the  school.  The 
cause  of  the  obstruction  was  found  to  be  a deficiency  of  fall  in  a 
drain  which  receives  water  containing  an  unavoidable  amount  of 
grit  from  the  heating  apparatus. 

In  the  school  yard  there  are  no  less  than  six  insanitary  mason’s 
traps  similar  to  that  just  referred  to. 

Seven  fall  pipes  on  the  school  buildings  communicate  directly 
with  the  drains. 

The  effect  of  mason’s  traps  and  fall-pipes  connected  directly  to 
drains  is  to  release  sewer  gas  in  positions  where  dangerous  and 
undesirable,  i.e.  under  eaves,  by  open  windows  and  about  the 
playground.  In  addition,  the  mason's  traps  by  reason  of  the  put- 
refaction of  matter  which  they  retain,  generate  foul  gases  of 
themselves  and  are  therefore  regarded  as  serious  dangers  to  health. 

There  is  no  adequate  provision  for  ventilation  of  the  drains. 

It  is  generally  found  in  practice  that  the  types  and  dispositions 
of  traps  and  appliances  and  the  manner  in  which  the  fall-pipes  are 
arranged,  are  a fair  index  as  to  the  quality  of  construction  of  drains 
not  exposed  to  view. 

On  the  evidence  available  it  is  clear  that  the  drainage  arrange- 
ments at  this  school  are  not  satisfactory  and  the  whole  system  should 
be  tested,  repaired  and  improved  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendations undermentioned. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  : — 

' Provide  in  suitable  positions  for  access,  cleansing  and  testing 
purposes,  an  adequate  number  of  properly  constructed  inspection 
chambers,  fitted  with  cast-iron  covers  of  air-tight  pattern. 

Construct  in  approved  positions  for  proper  ventilation  of  the 
whole  drainage  system  a sufficient  number ( suggested  three)  of  4" 
cast  iron  drain  ventilation  shafts  properly  connected  to  the  drains 
and  extended  vertically  to  a point  at  least  3 feet  above  the  eaves. 

Put  into  proper  order  and  condition  all  drains  connected  with  the 
school  and  for  that  purpose  renew  all  defective  portions  with  sound 
glazed  stoneware  pipes  laid  to  a proper  fall  and  with  water-tight 
Portland  cement  joints. 

^ote. — The  object  to  be  aimed  at  is  to  render  all  drains  situate 
within  8 feet  of  any  school  building  both  water-tight  and  gas-tight. 
Existing  drains  outside  this  distance  may  be  passed  if  already  laid 
to  a proper  fall  so  as  to  be  self-cleansing  and  provided  there  is  no 
leakage  therefrom. 

Cause  all  rain-water  fall-pipes  and  waste-pipes  from  sinks  and 
lavatories  (other  than  water-closets  and  urinals)  to  be  disconnected 
over  self-cleansing  gully-traps  properly  connected  to  the  drains. 

Abolish  all  mason’s  and  other  defective  traps  and  provide  in  lieu 
thereof  self-cleansing  gully-traps  properly  connected  to  the  drains. 

The  above  report  deals  only  with  the  drainage  at  Carlinghow 
School. 
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The  matter  of  sufficiency  and  condition  of  repair  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences, lavatories,  sinks,  etc.,  remains  to  be  investigated  and 
reported  upon.  This  might  conveniently  follow  when  the  drains 
have  been  put  into  proper  order  and  condition.

When  Mr.  Hornby  made  this  report  he  had  not  seen  and  was 
not  aware  of  the  existence  of  reports  by  the  School  Medical  Officer 
in  the  Annual  Reports  for  1910,  1925,  and  occasionally  between 
these  dates  respecting  this  school. 

On  May  8th,  1929,  the  School  Medical  Officer  reported  to  the 
Committee  upon  the  conditions  existing  in  the  science  room  at  Park 
Road  School,  following  the  installation  of  a coke  stove.  Since  then 
it  appears  means  of  permanent  ventilation  have  been  provided  by 
air  grates,  hxed  in  two  corners  of  the  room  diagonally  opposite.  It 
is  well  known  that  stoves  of  this  nature  are  a danger  to  the  life  and 
health  of  persons  using  rooms  in  which  they  may  be  fixed,  and  so 
long  as  this  stove  remains  in  this  room  under  present  conditions 
the  danger  still  exists. 

The  nuisance  from  waste  pipes  connected  to  wash-bowls  at  the 
Wilton  Park  School  reported  on  the  same  occasion  still  exists.  The 
pipes  have  been  painted  since  that  date  but,  otherwise  the  condition 
is  the  same. 

At  the  routine  examination  at  the  Healey  Junior  School,  the 
work  was  done  in  the  large  room.  The  heat  from  the  hot-water 
pipes  made  things  unbearable,  it  was  impossible  to  open  windows 
to  an  extent  sufficient  to  cool  the  room,  or  to  turn  off  the  heat,  the 
controls  having  been  fully  opened  and  painted,  I was  informed, 
about  two  years  previously.  The  headmistress  explained  this  room 
was  rarely  used.  It  is  desirable  these  conditions  be  rectified. 


4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

(a)  ROUTINE. — Age  groups  inspected  during  1929  were  (1)  on 
first  admission.  (2)  on  attaining  the  age  of  eight  years,  (3)  on 
attaining  the  age  of  twelve  years. 

NON-ROUTINE. — The  non-routine  class  comprises  children 
who  are  known  or  suspected  to  be  suffering  from  any  defect  and 
who  are  presented  by  teachers,  parents,  nurses,  etc.,  for  exami- 
nation by  the  School  Medical  Officer  as  “Special”  cases  at  the 
Schools  or  School  Clinic.  All  children,  who,  as  the  result  of  routine 
or  special  examination,  are  found  to  be  suffering  from  any  defect 
are  re-inspected  at  regular  intervals  until  the  defect  is  remedied  or 
they  have  left  school. 

(b)  The  Board’s  Schedule  of  medical  inspection  has  been  follow- 
ed throughout.

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5 FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

(a)  UNCLEANLINESS. — During  the  year  8,0J2  surprise  ex- 
aminations of  scholars  were  made  by  the  School  Nurses  in  the 
Infants’  and  Girls’  Schools.  418  individual  children,  being  8.9 
per  cent,  of  the  scholars  on  the  school  registers,  were  found  to  be  in 
a verminous  condition.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 

(b)  MINOR  AILMENTS  are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  A 

charge  of  1/-  per  year,  hrst  fortnight  free,  is  made.  This  money 
is  rarely  paid,  the  last  date  being  December,  1927.  _ 

(c)  TONSILS  and  ADENOIDS. — Operative  treatment  is  under- 
taken at  Batley  Hospital,  as  previously  described.  During  1929, 
23  cases  were  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  7 operated 
upon.  In  addition  'the  Education  Committee  paid  the  Batley 
Hospital  for  53  cases  under  the  scheme.  See  Table  IV,  Group  HI. 

(d)  TUBERCULOSIS.— The  West  Riding  County  Council' is 
the  authority  for  treatment.  All  notihed  cases  are  excluded  from 
school  and  referred,  as  a rule,  to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary, 
which  is  now  situated  in  Batley. 

(e)  SKIN  DISEASE. — Impetigo  is  the  condition  generally  seen, 
and  is  treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  An  arrangement  exists  be- 
tween the  Education  Committee  and  Board  of  Guardians  that 
ringw'orm  cases  should  be  treated  by  X rays  at  the  Staincliffe 
Institution.  3 children  were  treated  during  1929. 

(f)  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE. — 11  scholars  were  seen  at 
routine  examinations  suffering  from  blepharitis  and  9 referred 
for  treatment. 

(g)  VISION. — The  report  of  Dr.  Randal  Herley  follows  : —

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  report  on 
the  work  done  in  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic  from  January  to  December 
1929. 

The  eyes  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  children  were  examined,  and 
glasses  prescribed  in  two  hundred  and  twenty  eight  cases  . :

In  eleven  cases  no  glasses  were  prescribed,  and  in  twenty  one 
children,  the  glasses  previously  prescribed  were  satisfactory. 
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Twenty-six  children  had  a concomitant  convergent  squint,  and 
one  child  had  a divergent  squint. 

The  following  congenital  defects  were  seen  : — Nystagmus  in  two 
children  ; one  case  of  Ptosis  ; two  case  of  Coloboma  of  the  Iris 
and  Choroid  ; one  child  had  Cataract  in  one  eye. 

Four  children  had  Corneal  Scars  ; one  child  had  a Meibomian 
Cyst,  and  in  one  case  the  left  eye  was  excised. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Anisometropia,  and  two  children  were 
suffering  from  Blepharitis. 

I wish  to  thank  you  and  your  excellent  staff  of  Nurses  for  much 
help  during  the  year.

(h)  EAR  DISEASE  and  HEARING  : — All  cases  of  disease  or 
defect  are  referred,  according  to  circumstances,  to  private  prac- 
titioners or  for  hospital  treatment. 

(i)  DENTAL  DEFECTS  : — A description  of  the  Committee’s 
dental  scheme  is  given  on  page  122  of  the  School  Medical  Officer's 
Annual  Report  for  1926.  Table  4 of  the  Board  of  Education  at 
the  end  of  this  Report  for  1929  gives  some  details. 

The  appointment  of  a Woman  Dentist  was  an  experiment  which 
has  amply  justified  itself.  In  September  1928,  Miss  M.  M.  Thom, 
L.D.S.,  took  up  her  duties  in  succession  to  three  predecessors  all 
of  whom  were  men.  Miss  Thom  has  now  worked  in  the  department 
for  some  eighteen  months  and  her  work  has  been  skilfully  per- 
formed, whilst  her  personality  has  resulted  in  the  Dental  Clinic 
becoming  more  popular  amongst  scholars  and  their  parents. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Miss  Thom  remarks  upon  the  fact  that 
approximately  only  half  the  parents  of  children  found  to  need  treat- 
ment will  allow  this  to  be  done.  Another  very  important  point  is 
that  certain  children  suffering  from  malnutrition,  anaemia,  and 
other  defects  sent  to  the  school  in  Wilton  Park  found  to  need 
Dental  Treatment  are  not  allowed  by  their  parents  to  receive  it 
Such  children  are  usually  wholly  or  partially  fed  at  the  expense  of 
the  ratepayers  and  this  attitude  on  the  part  of  their  parents, 
nullifies  any  benefit  which  might  be  received  through  attending 
this  school,  which  is  reduced  to  an  absurdity.  The  money  spent 
on  them  by  the  Committee  is  largely  wasted.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1929. 

During  the  year,  children  between  the  ages  of  6 — 13  years  have 
been  inspected  and  treated.  Infants  under  school  age  have  been 
treated  in  cases  of  “toothache”  and  in  other  urgent  circumstances. 

The  “acceptances”  average  half  of  the  total  number  referred 
for  treatment.  While  there  is  room  for  a great  improvement,  I 
feel  satisfied  at  the  appreciation  and  active  interest  shown  by  the 
parents  of  those  children  who  do  regularly  present  themselves  for 
treatment  at  the  Clinic. 
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A great  number  of  the  permanent  teeth  extracted  were  cases 
where  conservative  treatment  had  previously  been  refused.  This 
is  to  be  regretted. 

At  Wilton  Park  School,  I found  the  general  condition  of  the 
teeth  very  much  better  than  at  any  other  school.  Only  3 per  cent 
necessitous  cases  were  not  treated.  This  may  seem  a very  small 
number — hardly  worthy  of  mention,  but  when  one  considers  the 
fact  that  these  children  are  attending  Wilton  Park  School,  solely 
for  medical  reasons,  then  the  numbers  are  far  too  great.  A 
healthy  mouth  will  go  a long  way  towards  the  elimination  of 
disease. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  teacher  has  by  far  the  most  in- 
fluence in  persuading  the  children  to  attend  the  clinic  and  that 
the  influence  has  been  used  most  effectively. 

I hope  to  demonstrate  the  good  effect  of  school  dentistry  so  that 
when  a child  leaves  school  he  does  so  dentally  sound.

SCHOOL. 

Dental  Inspection  at  Schools,  1929. 

CHILDREN  EXAMINED. 
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Two  hundred  and  fifty  eight  scholars  who  were  inspected  in  1928 
were  treated  in  1929  from  Wilton  Park,  Brownhill,  Gregory  Street, 
Hanging  Heaton,  Mill  Lane,  Warwick  Rd.,  and  St.  Mary's  Schools. 
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(j)  CRIPPLING  DEFECTS. — Some  details  are  given  in  Table 
3 of  the  Board  of  Education  in  this  Report.  Particulars  as  to 
methods  of  treatment  are  described  in  the  reports  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  the  years  1926,  1927  and  1928.  At  the  close  of 
1929  this  matter  had  not  been  finally  arranged  by  the  Committee. 

6.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. — The  rules  for  exclusion  of 
school  children  suffering  from  infectious  conditions  are  on  page  63 
of  the  School  Medical  Officers  Report  for  1924.  The  procedure 
has  been  fully  described  in  previous  annual  reports,  i.e.,  1920. 

Head  Teachers  reported  327  and  the  School  Attendance  Officer 
74  cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  amongst  scholars  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Articles  45  (b),  53  (b),  and  57  of  the  Code  (Grant  Regulations 

Nos.  8 and  9). 

Nine  certificates  have  been  given  under  the  above-mentioned 
Articles  in  connection  with  three  schools  (the  attendance  having 
fallen  below  60  per  cent.) 

7.  FOLLOWING  UP. — The  arrangements  have  been  explain- 
ed in  previous  Annual  Reports  to  which  reference  may  be  made. 
The  School  Nurses  made  2050  visits  to  homes  and  338  to  schools 
respecting  scholars  suffering  from  physical  defects  during  1929, 
apart  from  other  visits  on  account  of  verminous  or  allied  con- 
ditions. 

8.  MEDICAL  TREATMENT. — All  scholars  found  suffering 
from  defects  which  need  treatment  are  referred  in  the  first  in- 
stance to  their  own  doctor.  If,  for  various  reasons,  treatment  is 
not  obtained  they  are  then  recommended  to  attend  the  School 
Clinic  or  other  suitable  institution.  The  methods  employed  or 
available  are  described  on  Pages  13  and  14  of  the  Report  of  the 
S.M.O.  for  1921  and  brought  up-to-date  in  the  succeeding  Reports. 

SCHOOL  CLINICS. 

(a)  GENERAL  CLINIC. — This  Clinic  is  conducted  by  the 
Medical  Officer  each  Monday  at  4-15,  and  serves  the  purpose  of 
an  inspection  and  treatment  clinic.  During  the  year  it  was  at- 
tended by  121  individual  children,  who  made  1,085  attendances. 
THE  MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC  is  open  daily  at  9 and  4-15. 
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(b)  OPHTHALMIC  CLINIC. — The  work  is  described  under 
Section  5.  The  Clinic  is  held  on  Thursdays  as  occasion  requires. 

(c)  DENTAL  CLINIC. — Reference  may  be  made  to  Table  4, 
Group  4,  which  follows  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  The  Clinic  is 
open  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  and  Wednesdays  from  9 to  12  and 
2 to  5,  alternate  Saturdays  9 to  12.  The  part  time  dentist  for 
Batley  is  employed  by  the  Spenborough  Education  Committee  on 
Thursdays  and  Fridays,  and  alternate  Saturdays. 


9.  OPEN  AIR  EDUCATION. 

(a)  Playground  classes  are  taken  in  the  open  air  where  facili- 
ties are  available. 

(b)  School  journeys  have  been  arranged  and  excursions  made 
from  various  schools  to  places  of  interest  in  several  parts 
of  Yorkshire  and  further  afield. 

(c)  School  Camps. — None  have  been  reported  as  held  during 

1929. 

(d)  Open  Air  Class  Rooms  are  advancing  in  favour,  and  the 
tendency  is  in  that  direction. 

(e)  Day  Open  Air  Schools. — Particulars  respecting  the  school 
established  by  the  Committee  in  Batley  Park  on  open  air 
lines  are  given  on  page  14  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1926. 
During  1929,  30  children  were  admitted  and  33  discharged. 
The  conditions  are  principally  malnutrition  and  anaemia. 
The  scholars  improve  from  the  medical  aspect  largely,  if 
not  entirely,  through  the  meals  they  receive,  which  contain 
adequate  nourishment  and  vitamin  content. 

During  the  year  various  scholars  have  been  seen  in  the  ordinary 
schools  who  appeared  suitable  for  admission  to  this  school,  but  their 
parents  refused  permission  for  them  to  be  sent  there.  Last  year,  I 
made  the  following  remarks  which  may  be  repeated  : — 

“If  for  medical  reasons,  a child  cannot  obtain  the  maximum 
educational  advantages  in  an  ordinary  school,  and  a special  school 
is  available  in  the  town,  it  does  not  seem  unreasonable  that  the 
scholars  should  be  obliged  to  attend  there."

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(f)  Residential  Open  Air  Schools. — The  Committee  does  not  pos- 
sess any. 

10.  — PHYSICAL  TRx'\INING. — The  position  is  the  same  as 
described  on  page  15  of  the  Annual  Report  for  1926. 

11.  — PROVISION  OF  MEALS. — 1,377  free  meals  were  pro- 
vided during  1929. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  is  also  obtained  through  this  agency  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  not  consulted  respecting  these 
meals.  The  Secretary  to  the  Education  Committee,  on  occasion, 
notifies  the  Medical  Officer  that  certain  children  have  been  selected, 
and  are  receiving  meals.  Whether  they  need  them  on  medical 
grounds,  and  what  the  nature  of  the  meals  provided  may  be,  is 
not  known  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

The  proceedure  to  obtain  free  meals  is  explained  on  Page  131 
of  the  Annual  Report  for  1925  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

12.  — SCHOOL  BATHS. — There  are  none.  Scholars  visit  the 
local  swimming  baths  but  not  for  cleansing  pui*poses. 

13. — CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS.— During  1929  the  per- 
centage of  parents  attending  the  routine  examinations  was  52.3  per 
cent. 

14  and  15.— CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS  and  ATTEND- 
ANCE OFFICER. — The  co-operation  between  the  School  Medical 
Service  and  the  teachers  continues  to  be  cordial,  and  the  teachers 
give  valuable  assistance  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  work.  The  Attend- 
ance Officer  also  renders  valuable  help. 

16.— CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES— Formerly 
a committee  administered  a charity  known  as  the  “Boots  for  the 
Bairns  Fund,"  for  which  subscriptions  were  invited  each  year  by 
the  Mayor,  this  is  now  in  abeyance.  In  February,  1929,  the  Coal- 
fields Distress  Fund  became  operative  in  the  town,  and  a large  pro- 
portion of  the  time  which  would  have  been  spent  by  the  Health 
Visitors  and  School  Nurses  in  their  ordinary  duties,  was  devoted  to 
investigating  and  reporting  upon  the  applications  received  for  relief 
from  this  fund,  which  is  administered  by  a special  committee. 
Clothing  is  supplied  to  women  and  children,  medical  necessities  in 
cases  of  special  emergency  due  to  sickness,  and  occasional  outfits 
of  clothing  and  railway  fares  to  men  who  have  obtained  work  away 
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from  the  town.-  It  is  not  unusual  for  at  least  five  pounds  worth,  or 
more,  of  clothing  to  be  supplied  to  families,  nor  uncommon  for 
renewed  applications  to  be  made  in  three  months.

Particulars  as  to  the  occupation  of  persons  relieved  were  not  avail- 
able for  classification  until  November  1st.  1929,  but  since  that  date, 
until  February  28th.  1930,  a period  of  four  months,  the  families 
were  connected  with  various  occupations  as  follows: — Miners,  209; 
Textile  Workers,  161;  Others,  172;  Total  542.  Amongst  “others" 
are  included  such  descriptions  as  Corporation  and  County  Council 
Employee,  Tailor,  Fish  Salesman,  Butcher,  Fruiterer,  Old  Age 
Pensioner,  Pedlar,  Etc. 

Messrs.  Jessop  & Son,  a local  Tailoring  Firm,  gave  at  Xmas,  164 
pairs  of  Trousers  for  Boys,  which  were  distributed  from  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  “Yorkshire  Evening  Post"  sent  one  hundred  hampers  at 
Xmas,  which  were  distributed  by  the  Education  Department  The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  also  provides  free  milk 
for  infants  where  necessary  on  medical  grounds.  During  1929  more 
than  9 per  cent,  of  the  infants  born  in  Batley  were  fed  at  the  cost 
of  the  ratepayers  in  addition  to  which,  many  children  between  one 
and  three  years  of  age,  together  with  prospective  mothers,  were 
provided  with  free  milk.  - - 

Scholars  at  the  Wilton  Park  School  were  also  supplied  with  milk 
and  Cod  Liver  Oil,  where  the  parents  stated  they  were  unable  to 
pay  for  their  children’s  meals,  which  was  in  the  majority  of 
instances. 

There  are  also  private  sources  of  charity,  so  that  taking  the  whole 
of  these  circumstances  into  consideration,  it  cannot  reasonably  be 
said  that  Batley  is  a town  where  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  benefits 
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from  other  than  a ratepayer’s  own  individual  resources.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing,  tl.e  Mayor  has  a private  fund  from  which  he 
relieves  cases  which  may  be  brought  to  his  notice.  The  Health 
Visitors  give  certain  articles  of  clothing  for  infants,  the  Town  Mis- 
sioner  administers  a fund  on  similiar  lines,  and  the  British  Legion 
disburses  relief.  It  was  recently  stated  the  country  is  becoming 
a huge  soup  kitchen.  There  may  be  some  truth  in  this  statement 
if  careful  analysis  is  made. 

17. _  blind,  deaf  and  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

The  methods  adopted  for  ascertaining  children  suffering  from 
these  defects  have  been  detailed  in  former  reports. 

18.  — NURSERY  SCHOOLS. — There  are  none.  386  children 
under  5 attend  the  Infants’  School. 

19.  — SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. — The  medical  inspection  is 
performed  by  the  School  Medical  Inspectors  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council. 

20. — CONTINUATION  SCHOOLS.— The  County  Council 
is  responsible  for  the  medical  inspection. 

21. — EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  and  YOUNG 

PERSONS. 

(a)  In  this  town  scholars  are  principally  employed  in  news 
paper  distribution  and  as  errand  boys. 

(b)  There  is  no  co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medi- 
cal Service  with  that  of  the  Certifying  Factory  Surgeon  of 
the  district.  The  School  Medical  Officer  examines  scholars 
who  are  candidates  for  certificates  under  the  Employment 
of  Children  Byelaws. 

(c)  The  School  Medical  Service  is  not  concerned — apart  from 
paragraph  (a) — with  employed  children  and  young  persons. 

22.  — SPECIAL  ENQUIRIES. — The  special  examination  of 
selected  scholars  between  the  ages  of  3 and  8 which  was  volun- 
tarily undertaken  in  1927,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, by  the  School  Medical  Officer  continues. 

In  January  of  the  present  year  (1930),  a special  investigation  in 
connection  with  the  subject  of  malnutrition  was  made,  and  it  would 
appear  opportune  that  the  report,  dated  January  28th,,  should 
appear  in  this  Annual  Report.  It  follows  herewith,  but  the  names 
of  scholars  are  not  given  for  obvious  reasons.  Some  of  them  are 
the  children  of  parents  in  good  financial  circumstances  where  pov- 
erty cannot  be  considered  as  a cause  of  the  condition. 
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Report  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Education  Committee. 

A special  Meeting  of  the  School  Management  Committee  was  held 
on  Thursday,  16th  January  1930,  at  which  Dr.  Eicholz  and  Dr. 
By  waters,  two  medical  inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  were 
present  to  discuss  with  the  Committee  the  prevalence  of  Malnutrition 
amongst  scholars  in  attendance  at  Batley  Elementary  Schools. 

Figures  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  which  shewed  that  the  percentage  of  scholars  found  by  him 
at  routine  examinations  in  Batley  Schools  shewing  signs  of  Mal- 
nutrition during  recent  years  were  as  follows;  and  as  a comparison 
the  accompanying  figures  are  abstracted  from  the  Annual  Reports 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  School  Medical  Officer  : —

The  expression  “Routine  Examination”  means  (1)  all  scholars 
on  the  first  admission  (2)  on  attaining  the  age  of  eight  years  (3) 
on  attaining  the  age  of  twelve  years,  and  it  is  upon  these  totals 
the  above  figures  are  based.  The  Committee  requested  the  School 
Medical  Officer  to  have  a complete  survey  of  all  the  scholars  in 
Batley  Elementary  Schools  made  as  soon  as  practicable.  In  order 
to  comply  with  this  request  the  staff  of  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses,  which  at  present  is  three  instead  of  five,  was  diverted  from 
all  other  work,  so  far  as  possible,  and  their  whole  time  devoted 
to  this  survey,  which  included  every  child  present  in  the  school 
during  the  week  ending  25th,  January,  1930,  and  was  not  restricted 
to  Routine  Examination  Groups  only. 

As  a result  it  is  shewn  from  the  reports  of  the  school  nurses  : — 

(1)  No  child  is  in  attendance  at  any  school  who  is  suffering  from 
starvation. 

(2)  Two  hundred  and  six  scholars  were  found  to  show  signs  of 
malnutrition  in  greater  or  less  degree,  which  is  4.4%  of  the 
total  scholars  on  the  school  registers  at  31st,  December,  1929 

The  name,  age,  address  and  school  of  each  child  found  to  exhibit 
signs  of  malnutrition,  in  any  degree,  during  the  survey  are  appended 
herewith.  Scholars  attending  Wilton  Park  School  are  not  included 
in  this  report.

In  conclusion  it  is  felt  that  a special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to 
Inspector  Lawlor,  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  As  in  previous  years  his  assis- 
tance, willingly  given  on  each  occasion,  has  been  of  very  great  value 
Parents  pay  attention  to  him  when  efforts  by  others  have  been 
ignored. 

Mrs.  Loukes,  for  nearly  7 years  Chief  Clerk,  resigned  her  position 
in  November,  having  obtained  well  deserved  promotion  elsewhere 
She  was  a very  capable  and  conscientious  officer.  Her  departure 
was  regretted  by  those  with  whom  she  worked. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  hear  statements  respecting  “the  large  amount 
of  money  spent  upon  the  school  medical  service”  in  Batley.  The 
rates  in  1929  were  17/6  in  the  £ and  of  this  the  total  cost  to  the 
ratepayers  of  the  town  for  the  school  medical  service  was  not  quite 
1 penny  farthing  in  the  £. 
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The  above  figures  are  supplied  by  the  Borough  Treasurer.  The 
payment  for  treatment  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  is  made  direct  to 
the  Batley  Hospital  and  for  treatment  of  Ringworm  to  the  Dews- 
bury Board  of  Guardians. 

The  total  cost  of  the  School  Medical  Service  to  the  ratepayers 
of  Batley  is  a fraction  over  one  penny  in  the  £,  but  less  than  l^d., 
being  approximately  one  and  one-fifth  of  a penny.

These  figures  do  not  include  the  cost  of  the  Open-air  School  which 
for  1929  was  £551  13  5|  to  the  local  rates  inclusive  of  salaries  of 

teachers  being  approximately  |d.  in  the  £.  The  total  amount 
therefore  including  teachers’  salaries  at  this  school,  the  expenditure 
at  this  school,  together  with  the  whole  expenditure  on  the  School 
Medical  Service  is  less  than  2d.  in  the  £,  out  of  a rate  of  17/6  in  the 
£.
